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TO THE TEACHER 

This book is intended for the resourceless, restless little 
pupil who is compelled to sit idle after his lesson is done. 
You have often wondered how to keep him quiet, and he 
has often wondered if the hour for dismissal would ever 
come. To enable you to do your work in peace and to 
enable him to advance happily and rapidly along the road 
to knowledge, this little book has been written. 

The Philippine Chart Primer contains the 32 lessons of 
The Philippine Chart and six additional lessons, giving a 
total of 87 word forms which the pupils will learn from the 
printed page. There is a script alphabet on page 39 which 
will furnish models for the letter forms of all writing exer- 
cises. The drawings on pages 42 to 48 develop the four 
simplest type forms, and furnish the basis of a course in 
drawing. Page 48 gives a simple kind of action drawing 
easy for pupils to do. Other drawing exercises, also re- 
duced to the utmost simplicity, will be found distributed 
throughout the book. Drawings thus placed directly before 
the pupils are greatly superior to blackboard models, which 
only the few directly in front of the board can see at a cor- 
rect angle. 

The first two pages of the book, pag^ 49 to 53, and the 
last two pages provide nine picture pages for conversational 
work. Here are 81 pictures illustrating objects, actions, and 
occupations known to every child, each with the name 
clearly printed under it. Pupils may copy the words in 
script and draw the simple, clear-cut pictures; in this way it 
is believed that they will learn without any effort on the part 
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of the teacher most of the 87 printed words on these pages. 
Many additional words may be learned orally through the 
unlimited conversational work these pages suggest. 

The seat work suggestions foimd at the end of each read- 
ing lesson will not only keep pupils busy, but teach them 
manual dexterity and neatness,, accuracy of measurement, 
and keenness of observation. The materials needed for this 
work are everywhere abimdant in the Philippines. Bamboo 
sticks or matches will be needed for the stick laying ; bejuco, 
bun, paper, long grass, strips of palm leaves, and bamboo 
can all be used for the various weaving and braiding exer- 
cises. Use seeds and sections of bamboo or camoting-<^oy 
and perforated shells for stringing necklaces ; make tablets 
from match boxes and the backs of writing pads. Many 
exercises are interchangeable ; for instance, the stick laying 
exercises may also be drawn, or the bird's nest may first be 
modeled in clay, and then woven of grass or bejuco. The 
work will be made interesting to children if the materials be 
colored. This may be done by using native dye woods and 
colored crayons. Utilize the help of the older pupils in 
procuring and preparing materials, and also in distributing 
and collecting them for each class exercise. Teach the 
children to take care of the materials and to keep them 
dean. Whenever it is possible, let them take home their 
work ; this will stimulate their interest and encourage them 
to do their best.

The following nine pages give a complete first year course 
in drawing based on the most common type forms. In 
drawings of this kind always draw the largest part first. In 
this case, draw the circle first. 
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Let the pupils find other objects shaped somewhat like 
a ball or sphere, and make drawings from them. 
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First sketch the outlines of these objects very lightly and 
add the inside lines last. 

These drawing pages suggest only a few of the objects 
which may be used as models for drawing lessons. 
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Let the pupils find other objects shaped somewhat Hke a 
cube and make drawings directly from them. 
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Draw the upper ellipse of a cylinder first, then the side lines, 
and last the bottom. Draw from other cylindrical objects. 
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For a cone, draw a triangle first and then change the base 
line into the half or the whole of an ellipse. Draw from other 
conical objects. 
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This page gives a review of four type forms. When the 
figures have been drawn in outline, let the children fill in 
with small brush and ink. 
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Pupils may draw the above on slates or blackboard, using 
the broad side of pencil or chalk. Other animal figures 
may be cut or torn out of white paper. 
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Draw the head first, then the nerk, body, legs, and arms. 
See what other actions of men and boys can be drawn in the 
same way.
